The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  a further 
increase  in  the  legitimate  birth  rate  and  a further 
reduction  in  the  illegitimate  birth  rate.  The  number  of 
deaths  from  all  causes  is  again  lower* 

The  Rational  Health  Service  Act?  1946?  which  came 
into  operation  during  the  year?  placed  responsibility  for 
diphtheria  immunisation  upon  the  County  Council  but  this 
Council  agreed  to  accept  delegated  powers  and  I have 
therefore  remained  responsible  for  this  work  on  behalf  of 
the  County  Medical  Officer*

The  hospital  services  for  the  District  were  fully 
set  out  in  the  report  for  1947  and  the  facilities  detailed 
therein  remained  in  being  until  July  9 th  when  the  rational 
Health  Service’  net , 1946,  came  into  force* 

After-  that  date,  the  Council  ceased  to  have  any 
financial  liability  for  maintenance  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  in  the  Aldershot  Civil  Isolation  Hospital  and, 
consequently,  medical  practitioners  bad  no  obligation  to 
obtain  permission  of  the  Council  before  admission  of  patients 
to  that  Hospital.  Close  co-operation  on  this  subject  between 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  general  practitioners, 
however,  continued  to  be  maintained  and  compulsory  removal 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  was  unnecessary. 

After  the  national  Health  Act  came  into  operation, 
the  following  hospitals  in  the  area  wore  transferred  to  the 
South  Jest  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board,  Group  Ho *8 
(Farnhan)  comprising:

Mr.  Chairman y Ladies  and  Gentlemen., 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report 
relating  to  the  work  of  the  department  carried  out  during  the 
year. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 

EATER . 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by 
the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company,  which  covers  an  area  of  some 
272  square  miles  in  parts  of  Surrey,  Hants,  and  Berks.. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Company’s  deep  wells  in 
the  chalk  at  Greywell,  near  Odiham,  and  at  Itchell,  near 
Crondall,  together  with  the  pumping  stations  at  Fid  mile  y ard 
the  station  at  Beenhan's  Heath,  Nr.  Wokingham. 

Treatment.  . 

The  Frimley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  a* 5 grains  per 
g allon.,  and  is  subject  to  treatment  by  aeration,  sand  filtration 
and  chlorination  before  being  pumped  into  Supply.  The  Company 
are  required  by  sta.tute  to  reduce  the  hardness  of  water 
supplied  to  a limit  of  12  grains  per-  gallon,  and  in  view  of 
this  condition  the  supplies  of  water  from  Itchell,  Greywell  and 
Beenham’s  Heath  which  have  a total  hardness  of  19*5  grains  per 
gallon,  are  subjected  to  treatment  by  lime  process  in  addition 
to  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Purity  of  Supply » 

All  sources'  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state 
before  treatment,  but  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine  is 
introduced  into  the  normal  process  of  treatment  in  conformity 
with  modern  waterworks  practice. 

No  difficulties  were  experienced  by  the  Company  and  during 
the  past  year  an  increasing  amount  of  water  was  required  to 
furnish  supplies  to  new  house  -property  under  the  Council’ s 
Building  Schemes,  but  these  and  existing  commitments  were 
satisfactorily  maintains  d for  all  purposes  without  restriction. 

(I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  information  relating 
to  the  supply  and  treatment  of  water  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Mid-Wessex  Water  Company )•« 
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The  water  supply  of  the  district  has  at  all  times  been 
found  to  be  adequate  in  quantity.  The  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination  cf  samples  taken  from  the  High  and 
Low  Level  mains  have  shown  the  water  to  be  of  a satisfactory 
quality  and  free  from  plumbo- solvent  action, 

PUBLIC  CLEAHSIHG  AMD  SALVAGE . 

By  arrangement  with  the  Board  of  Trade  a Salvage  Drive 
was  organised  for  the  period  26th  January  to  14th  February,  The 
Campaign  can  be  recorded  as  race  t successful,  being  actively 
supported  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  Press, 

In  particular,  the  children  of  all  schools  in  the  district 
co-operated  enthusiastically, 

A Target  of  30  tons  of  paper  was  set  for  the  district, 
which  was  indeed  high,  and  compared  favourably  wl  th  the  targets 
of  other  districts  of  greater  population.  The  final  figures 
showed  that  the  ’Target*  figure  had  been  exceeded,  with  a grand 
total  of  just  over  35  tons  of  paper.  The  Campaign  was  somewhat 
competitive  and  cp  plied  to  all  districts  in  the  County  cf  Surrey, 
the  result  placed  the  Frimley  & Cam.be  rley  Urban  District  amongst 
the  Local  Authorities'  with-  the  highest  yield  per  1,000  of.  the 
population. 

A high  yield  for  the  salvage  of  paper  was  ma intained 
throughout  the  year  which  exceeded  the  of5 ficial  quota  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  Council  being  eligible  for  "Waste  Paper 
Increased  allowance”  of  £68.16.6,  which  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  during  the  year. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  in 
maintaining  the  regularity  cf  collection  of  household ‘refuse. 

The  shortage  of  suitab  le  labour  still  remains  a difficult  problem. 

The  new  Motional  Conditions  of  Service  were  implemented 
by  the  Council  from  the  beginning  of  October,  as  a result  of 
which  the  44  hour  week  was  inaugurated. 

The  mild  weather  experienced  during  the  latter  end  of 
the  year  contributed,  toward  maintaining  the  regularity  of 
collections  between  9-11  days  respectively.

There  have  been  no  known  ca.se s of  food  poisoning 
occurring  in  the  District-  This  important  branch  of  work _ 
calls  for  ever  increasing  attention,  not  only  to  the  various 
articles  of  foodstuff,  but  to  the  code  of  practice  relating 
to  the  Hygiene  of  personnel  engaged  in  the  industry  and  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  in  order  to  eliminate  the 
risk  of  illness  from  infected  or  contaminated  food. 

There  are  no  Government  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
although  arrangements  were  made  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food  for  one  slaughterhouse  in  the'  district  to  be  licensed  . 
by  the  Council  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs.  Details  of  all 
licences  authorising  the  slaughter  of  pigs  are  notified  by  the 
Ministry  for  the  information  of  the  Department. 

A Conference  on  Food  and  Drink  Infections  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Lord  Woolton  was  attended  in  October.  Delegates 
from  all  Local  Authorities  in  the  Country  assembled  to . consider 
the  need  for  a higher  standard  of  hygiene  in  Food  premises.

All  .food  premises  including  butchers1  shops, 
provision  stores,  fish  shops,  bakehouses,  restaurants  and 
snack  bars  are  under  constant  supervision,  where  improvement 
of  the  premises  has  involved  licensing  restrictions  the 
Department  has  supported  the  case  with  the  Ministry  of  Food 
for  the  necessary  permit#  . '

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice  Cream# 

There  are  now  34  premises  registered  in  the  district; 

4 of  these  are  licensed  to  manufacture  and  30  are  licensed 
to  -retail  prepacked  ice  cream.  All  premises  and  vehicles 
used  in  connection  with  this  tra.de  have  been  kept  under 
close  supervision. 

The  Council  has  been  exacting  in  their  requirements 
relating  to  registration  of  manufacture  and  retail  of 
Ice  Cream.  Mo  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  have  been 
detected  during  the  year.

The  dairy 
farmer  was  convicted  and  the  case  against  his  cowman 
was  dismissed  under  the  Probation  of  Offenders  Act. 
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GIVIL  AMBULANCE  SERVICE . 

This  service  was  operated  by  the  Council  under  the 
direct  supervision  and  control  of  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 

The  service  was  taken  over  by. the  Surrey  County  Council 
with  ether  personal  Health  Services  as  from  the  Jth  July, 

The  personnel  of  the  service  comprised  two  whole-time 
drivers,  supplemented  by  a part-time  relief  driver.  One  male 
State  .Registered  Nurse  was  employed  as  Ambulance  Attendant,

to  4th  July  are  set  out  below  together  with  the  financial 
particulars.

Rags hot  Ambulance  Committee,  until  the  date  of  transfer. 

VERMIN  INFESTATION  CONTROL. 

Rodent  Destruction. 

The  Council  has  continued  to  adminster  the  provisions 
of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919  and  has 
continued  to  make  available  a specialised  and  free  service 
to  occupiers  of  dwellings.  Charges  are  ma.de  in  respect  of 
similar  services  provided  at  Commercial  and  Industrial 
Premises* 

During  the  year  3^7  premises  were  treated  for  rat  and 
mice  infestations  and  as  a result  of  this  work  2681  rats  were 
destroyed, 

A survey  of  the  Council's  sewers  was  carried  out  in 
July  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries. 
During  the  test  86  manholes  were  baited,  and  resulted  in  ''takes" 
at  3 points,  which  may  be  regarded  as  an  extremely  satisfactory 
result* 


In  November  a Special  Survey  was  nade  of  the  River 
Blackwater  from  a point  adjacent  to  the  Gas  Works  to  Frimle  y. 
Testing  and  treatment  was  made  possible  with  the  loan  of  a 
special  flat-bottom  military  craft  loaned  to  the  Department 
by  the  Authorities  at  the  Royal  Military  Academy.

The  Committee  has  met  at  quarterly  intervals  throughout 
the  year.  The  object  of  the  Committee  is  to  discuss  problems 
relating  to  this  special  branch  of  work  and  to  co-ordinate 
the  work  of  Local  Authorities  within  the  Workable  Area* 

The  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  Frimley 
and  Camberley  is  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  and  your 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  has  continued  as  the  Honorary  Secretary 
and  also  serves  as  a Member  of  the  Regional  advisory  Committee* 

Other  Vermin • 

Five  premises  were  dealt  with  for  bug  and  flea 
infestations.  Bedding,  clothing  and  other  soft-furnishings 
were  dealt  with  by  steam  disinfection* 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Department  to  follow  up  the 
initial  treatment  given  at  all  properties  with  a further 
treatment  after  a period  of  21  days  to  allow  for  the 
incubation  of  eggs  which  may  have  been  missed.  The  extra  work 
involved  fully  compensates  having  regard  to  the  results 
obtained. 


4 properties  have  been  treated  for  cockroach 
infestations. 

Wasps  and  Hornets  have  given  rise  to  a certain  amount  cf 
trouble  during  the  season*  This  work  is  not  the  responsibility 
of  the  Department^  there  have  been,  however,  many  occasions 
when  residents  have  appealed  for  assistance  in  dealing  with  this 
menace,  particularly  where  nests  have  been  built  under  the 
floors,  or  in  cavity  walls  and  roofs  of  dwellings.  All  work  in 
connection  with  these  matters  is  carried  out  on  a rechargeable 
basis.  Forty-three  nests  were  destroyed. 

Mosquito  Control • 

Watercourses,  ditches  and  ponds  in  the  District,  where 
mosquitoes  are  known  to  be  breeding,  are  sprayed  at  regular 
intervals  during  the  season  as  a routine  treatment. 

The  House  Longhorn  Beetle* 

The  survey  of  properties  to  ascertain  the  extent  of 
infestation  by  the  House  Longhorn  Beetle  ,|as  been  continued. 
There  is  no  indication  that  attack  by  this  beetle  is  confined  to 
any  particular  class  of  property  either  by  reason  of  age  or  type 
of  construction. 

Detailed  reports  on  this  subject  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  a.  special  conference  was  held  at 
the  Ministry  of  Health  with  representatives  of  the  Ministry, 

Dr.  R.C.  Fisher  (Scientific  Research  Laboratory)  and  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in  August,  when  it  was  decided  that 
certain  Local  Authorities  in  Surrey,  Berkshire , and  Hampshire 
would  be  approached  on  this  matter  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
ascertain  information  on  any  similar  infestation  in  these  areas. 

Work  on  the  Survey  is  being  continued  and  the  closest 
liaison  is  being  maintained  with  Dr.  R.C.  Fisher  of  the  Forest 
Products  Scientific  Research  Laboratory,  Princes  Ri sbo rough# 


Petroleum  (Regulations)  Acts*  1928  - 19  ?6. 

Thirty-five  licences  were  issued  during  the  year, 
sanctioning  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  or  petroleum 
mixtures  in  the  form  of  cellulose. 

Storage  for  bulk  supplies  of  petroleum  spirit  is 
provided  in  underground  steel  tanks  varying  in  capacity 
from  250  to  2,000  gallons.  Cellulose  paint  spraying 
mixtures  are  stored  in  metal  containers  of  one  to  five 
gallon  capacity  - bulk  supplies  of  these  commodities  are 
kept  in  brick,  metal  or  other  approved  fireproof 
structures. 

No  licences  have  been  is  sued  for  the  storage  of 
Carbide  of  Calcium.
